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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the apphcant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 63 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which apphcant regards as 
the invention. It is unclear what is meant by "minimizing an intervention of electrical devices 
when routing wavelength either individually or in groups" in the scope of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 62 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Riggan (U.S. 
5898673). 

5. Regarding claim 62, Riggan teaches (fig. 6 and col. 1 1 , line 60 - col. 12, hne 9) a method 
for automatically directing data, conprising: providing a set of protection paths; determining 
traffic demands of a computer network (402); and automatically directing data through a set of 
primary paths and the set of protection paths in the computer network based on the determined 
traffic demands (410, 412). 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claim 63 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ghani (U.S. 6728484 
Bl). 

7. Regarding claim 63 Ghani teaches (fig. 5 and col. 33 line 36 - 55) a method for 
automatically directing data, comprising: determining traffic demands of a computer network; 
and automatically directing data in a computer network based on the determined traffic demands; 
and minimizing an intervention of electrical devices when routing wavelength either 
individually or in groups.
